Your RadioShack walkie-talkie 100 mW 1- 
Channel Walkie-Talkie is a portable, easy- 
to-use two-way CB radio. It is ideal for use 
around the house, in your car or boat, or 
on camping trips. 

The walkie-talkie has factory-installed 
crystals so you can send and receive 
transmissions on Channel 14. 

Notes: 

• Your walkie-talkie’s crystals are per- 
manently installed. You cannot 
remove or change them. 

• Your walkie-talkie is powered by one 
9V battery (not supplied). 


□ FCC Information 

The Federal Communications Commis- 
sion (FCC) does not require you to have a 
license to operate this CB. Flowever, the 
FCC does require that you read and know 
Part 95 of FCC Rules. These rules apply 
to the operation of a Class D CB. We have

INSTALLING A BATTERY 

The walkie-talkie uses one 9V battery (not 
supplied) for power. For the best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recommend a 
RadioShack alkaline battery. 

Cautions: 


• Use only a fresh battery of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 


• Do not use a rechargeable battery in 
your walkie-talkie. 

Follow these steps to install or replace the 
battery. 


1. If the walkie- 
talkie is on, turn 
VOL up until it 
clicks to turn the 
walkie-talkie off. 
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2. Press down the battery compartment 
cover and slide it off in the direction of 
the arrow.

3. Install a battery by connecting the 
battery’s terminals to the battery con- 
nector, then place the battery inside 
the battery compartment. The battery 
fits onto the connector only one way.

4. Replace the battery compartment 
cover. 

When the walkie-talkie’s transmissions 
become weak or it stops operating proper- 
ly, replace the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of an old battery 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury it.

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
walkie-talkie for several weeks, remove 
the battery from the battery compartment. 
Batteries can leak chemicals that destroy 
electronic circuits. 


USING THE BELT CLIP 


The walkie-talkie comes with its belt clip 
attached. 

To remove the belt clip, slide the clip down 
while lifting the lower end of the clip.

Note: We recommend you try receiving 
transmissions before you transmit. 

1. Turn on the walkie-talkie and adjust 
the volume. 

2. Hold the walkie-talkie 2 to 3 inches 
from your mouth. Then hold down 
PUSH TO TALK on the left side of 
the walkie-talkie and speak into the 
front of the walkie-talkie in a normal 
voice. 


Note: Do not speak too loudly when 
transmitting. It does not make your 
signal any stronger, and might distort 
your transmission. 

3. When you finish transmitting, release 
PUSH TO TALK so you can hear a 
reply.

□ CB Operation 
Tips 

Like most activities, CB radio has its cus- 
toms and courtesies. The following tips 
will help you get the most enjoyment from 
your walkie-talkie. 

COMMON USES FORA 
CB RADIO 

• Keep in touch with home while driving 
to work, to the store, or to a social 
activity. Let your family know you are 
tied up in traffic or that you will stop 
by the store on the way home. 

• If you are a two-car (or more) family, 
CBs are great for communicating with 
family members while they are in their 
cars. 

• Contact friends or neighbors — find 
out “what’s happening” or plan a get- 
together. 
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• Ever have car trouble or run out of 
gas on the highway? What an assur- 
ance it is to be able to radio for assis- 
tance. 

• Camping, fishing, and other sports 
are more fun with a CB. Locate a 
buddy or find out “what’s cooking” 
back at camp.

• Wait for a pause in someone else’s 
transmission before you ask for a 
break. 

• If you do not receive an answer to 
your call after a second attempt, sign 
off and wait several minutes before 
trying again. 

• Do not hold down PUSH TO TALK 
when you are not talking. (This is 
called dead-keying.) 

• Assist callers with directions, informa- 
tion about road conditions, and any 
other reasonable requests. 
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MAXIMUM RANGE 

The maximum range and quality of CB ra- 
dio transmissions vary depending on the 
following conditions: 

• the amount of power in the battery 

• the surrounding terrain (mountains 
and tall buildings limit the range) 

• the weather conditions 

• the number of nearby radios operat- 
ing on the same channel 

To ensure maximum range, always keep 
a fresh alkaline battery in your walkie- 
talkie. 
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USING COMMON 10-CODES 

Citizen’s band operators have largely 
adopted the 10-codes for standard ques- 
tions and answers. These codes permit 
faster communication and better intelligi- 
bility in noisy areas. This table lists codes 
adopted by the Associated Public Safety 
Communications Officers (APCO).

• Use and store the walkie-talkie only in 
normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the walkie-talkie gently and 
carefully. Do not drop it. 

• Keep the walkie-talkie away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the walkie-talkie with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the walkie- 
talkie’s internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its war- 
ranty and void your FCC authorization to 
operate it.
